Both amendments to the ‘‘address’’ at Otta- 
wa were turned down by the largest majorities 
the Government has ever had on a life-and-death 
division. A Progressive member wanted to amend 
the resolution into a demand for tariff reduction. 
The independent member for West Calgary want- 
ed to twist it into an inference that the Govern- 
ment had not been nearly so ‘‘ruthless’’ in the 
matter of economy as it should have been. The 
Government said that if either amendment car- 
ried that would be taken as a declaration of want 
of confidence. They did not carry; emphasis on

That was putting 
the issue squarely up to the Progressives. That the 
Conservatives would vote for cutting down the 
tariff was not to be supposed. But it might be 
suspected that the Progressives would go solidly 
for a demand that expenditure be reduced. Mr. 
Fielding told them what would happen if they did 
and if the roll call showed the Government to be 
in the minority. That settled the matter. What- 
ever they thought about the necessity of spending 
less money, the Progressive members were not al- 
lowing their zeal for economy to get out of bounds 
und precipitate a dissolution and a general elee- 
tion, The Western contingent of the party went 
fairly solid for retrenchment, but a ‘‘noble four- 
teen’’ from Ontario and British Columbia were 
detached to reinforce the Government supporters 
and prevent an up-set 

A smaller number would have done the trick. 
{n fact had the Progressives all voted for the 
Shaw amendment the Government would have 
had a small majority. But the third party leaders 
were taking no chances. If the Ministers were so 
particular as to hold that an adverse vote meant 
want of confidence they might be fastidious 
enough to say that a small majority was no better 
than no majority at all, and go to the country just 
the same. They are left with no opportunity to 
call an election on that ground. Even a Govern- 
ment that was looking for an excuse to appeal to 
the voters could not figure down a majority of
